1. (currently amended): A digital broadcast receiving method for receiving broadcast data 

broadcasting in which a plurality of files are broadcast with a plurality of elementary streams te 
mak e scr ee n display and voic e for audio and video output, the method comprising: 

determining in advance a wh e r e in hierarchical number in which of said plurality of files 
tosheuid be retained is d e t e rmin e d in advanc e , and ; 

wh e r e in, upon initiating reception of said data broadcasting plurality of files? ; 

acquiring a start file, which is a first file of said plurality of files data broadcasting , is 
acquir e d from a determined elementary stream and to r e tain r etaining said start filer^; 

wh e r e in, acquiring automatically and retaining said plurality of files linked by anchors 
within each of said plurality of files ranging from said start file to said hierarchical number of 
files by analyzing said start file , also in cas e that e l e m e ntary str e ams with which r e sp e ctiv e said 
fil e s ar e broadcast diff e r fi-o^m e ach oth e r, said fil e s linlc e d by anchors within e ach of said fil e s 
ranging fi-om said start fil e to said fil e until said hi e rarchical numb e r ar e acquir e d automatically 
and r e tain e d, and 

wh e r e in scr ee n display is mad e by us e o f using said retained files that hav e b ee n 
r e tain e d to create video and audio output . 
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2. (currently amended): A digital broadcast receiving method for receiving broadcast data 
broadcasting in which a plurality of files are broadcast with a plurality of elementary streams to 
malc e scr ee n display and voic e create video and audio output, the method comprising: 

wh e r e in, upon initiating reception of said broadcast data broadcasting, : 

acquiring a start file, which is a first file of said broadcast data broadcasting , is acquir e d 

fi"om a determined elementary stream to r e tain and retaining said start filej-and; 

wh e rein, by analyzing said start file , also in case that e l e m e ntary str e ams with which 

r e sp e ctiv e said fil e s ar e broadca s t diff e r from e ach oth e r, to automatically acquire and retain all 

said plurality of files linked by anchors within each file; ar e acquir e d automatically and r e tain e d, 

and 

wh e r e in scr ee n display is made by us e of u sing said files that have been retained to create 
a video output . 

3. (currently amended): The digital broadcast receiving method according to claim 1, 
wherein all said elementary streams with which said files that w e r e received in advance 

and retained ar e b e ing broadcast are constantly sup e rvis e d monitored , and 
wherein a trigger for broadcasting that i s to b e broadcast is received. 

4. (currently amended): The digital broadcast receiving method according to claim 3, 
wherein contents tha ^of said files acquired in advance and retained indicated by said trigger for 
broadcasting are updated indicat e s is caus e d to b e r e fiocted on said fil e s that w e r e acquir e d in 
advanc e and r e tain e d . 
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5. (currently amended): A digital broadcast receiving apparatus for receiving broadcast 
data broadcasting in which a plurality of files are broadcast with a plurality of elementary 
streams to mak e scr ee n display and voice create audio and video output, the apparatus 
comprisingit 

hierarchy designation means for storing a_pre-determined hierarchical number indicating 
a number in which of said files sbeutd-to be retained; 

upon initiating r e ception of said data broadcasting, file acquisition preparation means for 
acquiring and retaining a start file, which is a first file of said plurality of files data broadcasting , 
from an elementary stream with which said start file is broadcast, by analyzing each file , also in 
cas e that said e l e mentary str e am s with which r e spectiv e s aid fil e s ar e broadcast differ from e ach 
oth e r, _to automatically acquire and retain said files linked by anchors within each of said files 
ranging from said start file to said hierarchical number of said file -files until said hi e rarchical 
numb e r ; and 

file transition means for making scr e en display by us e o f creating video output using said 
retained files that hav e b ee n r e tain e d . 

6. (currently amended): The digital broadcast receiving apparatus according to claim 5, 
fiirther comprising trigger for broadcasting receiving means for constantly sup e rvising 
monitoring all said elementary streams with which said fil e s that w e r e r e c e iv e d in advanc e and 
r e tain e d ar e being broadcast to receive a trigger for broadcasting that is to b e broadcast . 
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7. (currently amended): The digital broadcast receiving apparatus according to claim 6, 
further comprising trigger for broadcasting r e fl e ction updating means for causing contents^ 
w4He h indicated by said trigger for broadcasting indicat e s, to be r e fl e ct e d updated on said files 
that were acquired in advance and retained. 

8. (currently amended): A digital broadcast receiving apparatus for receiving broadcast 
data broadcasting in which a plurality of files are broadcast with a plurality of elementary 
streams to mak e scr ee n display and voic e create audio and video output, the apparatus 
comprisingit 

upon initiating r e c e ption of said data broadcasting, 

file acquisition preparation means for acquiring and retaining a start file, which is a first 
file of said data broadcasting, from an elementary stream with which said start file is broadcast, 
by analyzing each file , also in cas e that said e l e m e ntary str e ams with which r e sp e ctiv e said fil e s 
ar e broadcast diff e r from e ach oth e r, to automatically acquire and retain all said files linked by 
anchors within each file; and 

file transition means for making scre e n display by us e creating video output using ef^said 
files that have been retained. 

9. (currently amended): The digital broadcast receiving apparatus according to 25-claim 
8, further comprising trigger for broadcasting receiving means for constantly sup e r\4sing 
monitoring all said elementary streams with which said fil e s that w e r e r e c e iv e d in advanc e and 
r e tain e d ar e being broadcast to receive a trigger for broadcasting that is to b e broadcast . 
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10. (currently amended): The digital broadcast receiving apparatus according to claim ^9, 
further comprising aLtrigger for broadcasting r e fl e ction updating means for causing contents^ 
vi-hie h indicated by said trigger for broadcasting indicat es , to be r e fl e ct e d updated on said files 
that were acquired in advance and retained. 
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
